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1 wonder how many Australian players ap- 
preciate the significance of national anthems 
played before each match against a visiting 
team. 


Many of them continue motel where they have to

to show complete lack of 
respect at these times. 

l have seen Australian 
players doing limbering up ex- 
ercises, making faces and 
chatting to each other while 
the national anthem of a vis- 
iting team is ‘being played. 


This type of rudeness should 
not be tolerated. 
The Czechs, the Uru- 


guayans, the Israelis, the Ira- 
nians stood proudly to atten- 
tion as their national anthems 
were being played before 
matches of their Australian 
tours. 

They did so in respect for 
their country and they extend- 
ed their tribute by doing like- 
wise when the Australian 
anthem was played. 

Australian players owe it to 
their visitors to extend 
common courtesy. 

Surely they can be patient 
for the 30 seconds or a minute 
that it takes to play then an- 
them. 

I have travelled the world 
but nowhere else have I[ seen 
the type of disrespect of which 
our players have been guilty. 

While I’m on the subject 
allow me to express my dis- 
appointment over another 
example of lack of re- 
spect. The Czechoslovakians 
are champions of Europe, 
Nehoda is rated one of the best 
10 players in the world, Masny 
and Ondrus are super stars by 
any standards, yet these 
people are asked to stay at a 


coffee, like im some~ army 
canteen. 

The elite of world sport de- 
serves only the very best ac- 
commodation. 
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According to national coach 
Rudi Gutendorf, Australian 
coaches, except those for kids 
up to 14, are 30 years behind 
the times. 

He said so in an interview 
with a feature writer for the 
“Sydney Morning Herald’’ 
some weeks ago. 

lf we had junior coaches 
as good as their counterparts 
in Europe, Australian soccer 
would today be among the elite 
and we would never have any 
problems qualifying as repre- 
sent Asia in the World Cup. 

I wonder if Rudi Gutendorf 
is aware of just how much 
meticulous work is being done 
in junior coaching overseas. 

It is much more com- 
plicated working with juniors 
than it is with senior players, 
for you have to deal with the 
problems of puberty, and 
mental and physical growth 
and development. 

Personally, I have not seen 
much evidence of exceptional 
junior coaching in Australia. 

Now for Gutendor’s other 
claim — that senior coaches 
here are 30 year behind the 
times: 

Gutendorf has been in this 
country for 16 months, so why 
hasn't he organised a seminar 


” to tell us in what areas he is 30 








years ahead? 

Had he done so, I would be 
thanking him for his assist- 
ance. 

But sruely it’s not fair to his 
fellow coaches to make this 
type of public statement. I 
wonder how his assistants feel 
about it.

Czechoslovakia’s coach, Dr. 
Josef Venglos, is recognised as 
one of the leading authorities 
in world soccer. 

Did we bother to learn from 
him while he was here? Of 
course not! 

Was he asked to address a 
meeting of coaches, or 
perhaps to take part in a 
coaching course? No. 

Dr. Venglos was Australia’s 
national coach in 1967, and he 
coached Prague in Sydney for 
three years. There may be 
some interesting observations 
he could have made about our 
development, had only some- 
one bothered to ask him. 

How could we allow him to 
leave without having gained 
the benefit of his great know- 
jedge?

With the emergence of John Yzendoorn as 
a valuable new member of the national squad, 
it is time to stop experimenting and allow the 
best 11 to develop into a cohesive unit in the 


matches ahead. 


“The Socceroos should gain 


confidence against modest In- 
donesia and China (see page 
one) — confidence necessary 
to tackle the English FA team, 
Wales, Northern Ireland and 


perhaps Yugoslavia in June-. 


July. 

When Tony Henderson re- 
covers from injury and Ken 
Boden from his holiday, the 
Strongest Australian line-up 
should be: 

Greg Woodhouse — John 
Yzendoorn, Ivo Prskalo, Tony 
Henderson, Jim Tansey — Ken 
Boden, Steve Perry, Jimmy 
Rooney — Peter Sharne, Eddie 
Krncevic, Tommy Cumming. 

Although Perry has played 
mainly at right back so far, he 
comes closest to being the Ray 
Richards type of defensive 
midfielder this team needs. 

There is much versatility in 
the line-up, with Perry able to 
fill two roles, Yzendoorn and 
Tansey both able to double as 
sweeper and Henderson ready 
to move into midfield if neces- 
sary. 

The attack has great speed 
and a high work rate, the mid- 
field features three well-de- 
fined styles — Rooney’s con- 
structive short game and hard 
work, Perry's dogged marking 
and destructive qualities and 
Boden’s fine skill and scoring 
ability. 

Most important, all these 
players are ruthless fighters, 
as they showed in the 2-2 draw 
with Czechoslovakia on Satur- 
day night. 

Yakka Banovic joined Greg 
Woodhouse and Martyn Crook 
as one of the three goalkeepers 
after his excellent play in trial 
games and in goal for the Vic- 
torian Youth team against 
Australia B (Colts) in the 
curtain-raiser on Saturday. 

And there is talent galore on 
the bench. Players like Mark 
Jankovicz, Gary Cole, Alan 


Davidson, George Christ- 
opoulos, Phil O’Connor, John 
Nyskohus, Arno Bertogna etc. 
can slot easily into the team at 
any time. 

Versatility is evident even 
among the reserves. Davidson 
can play in midfield, at left 
back or even on the wing if 
necessary. Christopoulos, a 
goalscoring midfielder, is pre- 
ferred by Gutendorf as a 
sweeper. 

And so the die is cast. Now 
the metal must be toughened 
— and if Gutendorf succeeds in 
making it even tougher than it 
was on Saturday night, Austra- 
lia’s international prospects 
are bright, indeed. 

Czechoslovakia’s national 
coach Joe Venglos (who, of 
course, coached Australia in 
1967), believes the Socceroos 
are closer to the 1982 World 
Cup finals than the Czechs are, 
taking into account the calibre 
of their respective opposition 
in qualifying rounds. 

Venglos said he had not 
thought it possible that Aust- 
ralia could show such fight 
after having conceded nine 
goals in the first two matches 
of the series. Czechoslovakia 
had won 4-0 in Canberra and 
5-0 in Sydney — results which 
would drain most teams of mo- 
rale. 

As Gutendorf said after- 
wars: “It is a miracle. We 
have been training for only 
three weeks. I stil] don’t be- 
lieve it. 

“The boys fought like tigers. 
That is the trademark of the 
Australian team — fighting 
spirit. I’ve never seen a team 
fighting like our boys did to- 
night. 

“It is our greatest result 
ever, because Australia never 
before has played against a 
team as strong as 
Czechoslovakia. Let’s remem- 
ber that the Czechs are the

champions of Europe.” 

Actually, Australia has had 
two comparable results — a 
2-0 victory over Uruguay at the 
Sydney Cricket Ground in 1974 
and a scoreless draw with 
Chile in the World Cup finals in 
West Berlin the same year. 

Gutendorf said the decisive 
moment of the match was the 
26th minute ‘when he replaced 
David Jones with John Yzen- 
doorn. 

Jones, back in the national 
team after a two-year absen- 
ce, had been instructed to 
close-mark Ladislav Vizek. 
Steve Perry was shadowing 
Czechoslovyakia's brilliant 
Footballer of the Year, Zdenek 
Nehoda. 

But Vizek stayed mainly out 
on the left side, while Nehoda 
operated in the middle. As 4 


wasted on the wing, and little 
Perry was in the middle as 
centre back. 

Gutendorf switched Perry 
and Jones as soon as this 
became evident but Jones was 
not marking as tightly as Gut- 
endorf wanted him to. ‘‘He 
was always too far away from 
his man,’’ Gutendorf com- 
plained after the game when 
questioned about why he had 
replaced Jones. 

The replacement, in- 
cidentally , came just after 
Jones’ opponent, Nehoda, had 
scored the goal that put 
Czechoslovakia into the lead. 

Yzendoorn did such a good 
job of not only marking Neho- 
da, but also beating anyone 
else who came near him, that 
he has earned a permanent 
place in the team. 

And poor Jones may be out 
again. 

It brought back memories of 
1967, when the great Frank 
Micic was recalled for the 
Asian tour, after a three-year 
absence. 

Micic could not handle the 
muddy conditions against New 
Zealand in the opening tour 
match in Saigon and was re- 
placed by Manfred Schaefer. 

Schaefer remained in the 
team as the Socceroos’ defen- 
sive iron man until 1974, while 
Micic was recalled only once 
— for the three-match series 
against Israel in 1971. 

Australia achieved its draw 
with the Czechs not because It 
is as good a team — no-one 
could expect that. The Czechs 
are far more skilful, fluid, 
imaginative, experienced, but 
Australia worked hard to sup- 

s§ these advantages with 
tight marking and close pres- 
suring all over the field, 

How often did we see Eddie 
Krncevic following a defender . 
upfield and even rising high in 
defence to head clear? How 
often did we see Tommy 
Cumming tackling and frustra-: 
ting right back Jozef Barmos 
who had caused so much 
trouble with his offensive raids 
in Canberra and Sydney?

orward, he was there snap-

His 55th minute goal — with 
a brilliant header from Jmmy 
Roeney’s free kick to the far 
pest — was a fitting bonus for 
Krncevic and, of course, for 
Australia. 

Australia’s other goal — in 
the 9th minute — came from a 
penalty that will be entered in 
the history books. 

For a start, it probably 
should not have been awarded. 
I though Barry Harwood made 
a harsh decision when he 
pointed to the spot after Peter 
Sharne had tripped over Anton 
Ondrus’ foot. 

Goalkeeper Dusan Keketi, 
flown to Australia as the re- 
placement for injured Zdenek 
Hruska, saved Krncevic's shot 
but the linesman ruled Keketi 
had moved too early. 

Keketi also saved Krnce- 
vic’s second shot but again, he 
had moved too early, said the 
linesman. 

Krncevic’s mentor, Ivo 
Prskalo, took matters in his 
own hands. He placed the ball 
for the next shot, took it quick- 
Jy, and kicked it past the post. 

But Harwood had not given 
Prskaijo the signal to shoot, so 
he ordered him to do it again 


» ——and this time, Prskalo made 


no mistake. 

After four attempts from 
the penalty spot, Australia had 
taken the lead — a lead that 
was to last only until Karol 
Dobias equalised from the pen- 
alty spot at the other end two 
minutes later. 

The Australians seemed 
overawed in the first half and 
perhaps a little stiff and sore 
after their intensive training 
during the week. They played 
it tight, but they were being 
outclassed to an embarrassing 
degree, forced to chase 
shadows as the Czechs slung 
the ball around with grace and 
ease. 

One passage of play featur- 
ed a string of 18 unbroken 
passes. 

Peter Sharne twice got past 
Koloman Gogh and twice slung 
over well-judged crosses but 
Krncevic, alone in the middle, 
was outmanoeuvred in the air 
by Ondrus and Ladislav Jurke- 
mik. 

AUstralia was to be much 
more effective in the second 
half, when Sharne and Krnee- 
vic operated closer together, 
with more support from be- 
hind 


Sharne's speed caused the 
Czechs problems many times. 
Neither Gogh, nor Cumming's 
opponent, Barmos, had it easy. 

Greg Woodhouse was in top 
form in Australia’s goal. 
During that early, shaky 
period, Woodhouse made a 
brilliant save of a hard curling 
shot by Dobias even though he 
had to change direction. 

He also stopped a powerful 
shot by midfielder Jan Kozak. 

Keketi also played well in 
Czechoslovakia's goal. Krnce- 
vic looked set to score on an 
excellent through ball from 
George Christopoulos but 
Keketi saved with a reflex 
action by sticking out a leg. 

Davidson replaced Christ- 
opoulos at half time and Aust- 
ralia resumed with a promis- 
ing attack in which Sharne laid 
the ball back to Krncevic who 
passed to Rooney who played 
it to Sharne but the shot was 
off target. 

Then, Yzendoorn and 
Prskalo began to attack alter- 
nately through the middle, 
giving us a glimpse of what 
Gutendorf wants from at least 
one of his centre backs. 

Prskalo was forced to floor 
Nehoda and accepted the 
yellow card in preference to 
the goal Nehoda would have 
scored. 

Coyne also was shown the 
card for fouling Nehoda who 

reacted by kicking off his shoe 
at Coyne.

Czechs played 





keepings-off 


For the soccer purist at last 
Saturday night’s Australia v 
Czechoslovakia game, the high- 
light came midway through the 
first half. 


It was then that the Czechs strung together 
18 passes in rapid succession in a restricted 
space; a display which brought rapturous ap- 
plause from the spectators and made the Aus- 
tralian defence look helpless in a one-sided 
play of ‘keepings-off.” 

But the breathtaking move didn’t produce a 
goal, or even a shot at the target. In fact, the 
Czechs didn’t gain territorially from the 
move. 

This indicates that the Australian defence 
did its job by preventing the Czechs working 
the ball into a dangerous forward position. 

Yes, the 10-man blanket defence did delay 
the Czechs on that occasion but this doesn’t 
detract from the technical brilliance of the 
move. 

It was a perfect demonstration of the 
Czechs’ ability to keep possession, using pre- 
cision passing, immaculate close control and 
Shielding of the ball, and superb off-ball run- 
ning. This, in essence, is the basis of the Czech 
team's game. 

The ball was moved forward by right back 
Jozef Barmos, who played a pass down the 
line to forward Marian Masny. The next few 
seconds produced some Czech magic. 

At least five players were involved in the 
lightning-quick exchanges, which saw the ball 
speed accurately from man to man in uncanny 
fashion. 

The Czechs were constantly moving in a bid 
to shake off their Australian ‘shadows’ and 
create space for team-mates to exploit. 

The ball was played into a forward position 
but with space heavily restricted, there was 
no opening. Instead of trying the impossible 
and dribbling through the jungle of bodies, the 
Czechs played the ball either square or back. 

Then the probing would start again, testing 
each avenue of attack. Once more, if there 
was no chance to put a telling ball forward or 
no opportunity for a Czech player to dribble 
his Opponent, a pass would be made to a player 
square or supporting from behind. 

The Czechs didn’t risk losing possession 
unless there was opportunity to exploit space 
or strike a telling pass. 

It was beautiful to watch; free-flowing, but 
intricate soccer played by world-class play- 
ers. 

- The superb move gave an all too brief in- 
sight to the capabilities of the Czech national 
team, Perhaps Melbourne didn’t see the best 
of the Czechs after their powerful 4-0 and 5-0 
victories over Australia in the two previous 
internationals played in Canberra and Sydney. 

The 2-2 draw with Australia in Melbourne is 
no disaster for Czechoslovakia. The Czechs 
were far the better team, having more shots 
at goal, perhaps 75% of the player and never 
looking in real danger in defence. 

But the Australians’ negative tactics suc- 
ceeded in throwing the Czechs off their game; 
Czech attacks often broke down in the last 
third of the field. 

In the first 45 minutes, the Czechs were ag- 
gressive and functional, and their short-pass- 
ing, possession game pulled the Australian 
defence out of position many times. 

Leading 2-1 at half time, Czech coach Joe 
Venglos was perhaps slightly charitable in 
making three changes at the interval. A fourth 
substitution in the 6)st minute further affect- 
ed the Czechs’ rhythm and co-ordination. 

It was this factor which allowed Australia 
to worry the Czechs’ defence in the period 
after the interval. The Czechs soon became 
reorganised but Australia’s Eddie Krncevic 
had already equalised (in the 55th minute). 

The Krncevic goal must have made Venglos 
cringe. The Marconi forward was allowed to 
head at goal unchallenged at the far post. No 
Czech defender had picked up his run from the 
right side of the penalty area or challenged 
Krncevic in the air when he met Jimmy Roo- 
ney’s curied free kick from the left. 

Late in the second half, the Czech attacks 
Slost their inventiveness. On several occa- 
sions, Czech piayers simply hoisted a cross 
into the poal mouth. ' 


The Czechs had hardly played a ball in the 
air in the first half but frustration at being 
constantly faced with a 10-man defence saw 
them resort to crosses. 

Still, the Csechs gave a polished, profes- 
sional display, and the match would not have 
disappointed the crowd. The Melbourne inter- 
national game, unlike the previous two 
clashes in Sydney and Canberra, was a con- 
test.

Anton Ondrus, Jan Kozak and Zdenek 
Nehoda were the best three in a team that had 
all players contributing. 


Half time replacement Rotislav Vojacek 
had a difficult time with Krncevic in the first 
15 minutes of the second half, particuarly in 
the air. 


However, the problems caused to the 
Czechs by Krncevic’s flicks were minimal as 
the lanky striker had little or no support. 


Antonin Panenka, the midfielder who 
scored the decisive penalty that won 
Czechoslovakia the Europen crown in 1976, 
wasn't as influential as his midfield partner 
Kozak. 

Panenka, reputed to be the Czech’s vital 
link in midfield, was replaced at half time by 
Miroslav Gajdusek. ‘ 

Mareian Masny, the forward who was 
sought by Manchester Utd not so long ago, 
wasn't a spectacular player in Melbourne, but 
his contribution was vital. 

It was Masny who earned Czechoslovakia a 
penalty when Jim Tansey and goalkeeper 
Greg Woodhouse ‘sandwiched’ him in the pen- 
alty area. Karol Dobias scored the penalty. 

Masny was involved in the second Czech 
goal when he crossed the ball to the near post. 
The ball fell to Nehoda, who showed why he is 
rated alongside the top marksmen in Europe 
by chesting the ball and whipping it past 
Woodhouse in a split second. 

It was the powerful Ondrus who impressed 
most, giving an extraordinary display as the 
sweeper or ‘libero’ in defence. 

He showed early that his style is not based 
purely on defence. He intercepted a loose Aus- 
tralian pass, and dribbled forward. 

He released the ball some 10 metres to a 
midfielder in a position ahead of him. Not con- 
tent with that, Ondrus moyed wide to make 
position for a return pass. 

It was not forthcoming immediately but he 
continued his run and received the ball after a 
further exchange of passes. 

Ondrus, who was not followed on his run by 
an Australian forward, then had space to 
attack and finally made a good pass to for- 
ward Ladislav Vizek. 

How many times in Australian soccer do 
you see a sweeper make position in the attack- 
ing third of the field? Rarely! 

In fact, the way of thinking in Australian 
soccer is for the sweeper never to leave his 
post as the last man in defence. 


Our British-style game encourages full . 


backs to venture up the flanks as support play- 
ers. The Czechs, however, place equal empha- 
sis on the centre backs supporting. Ondrus 
often moved freely into attack, as did Ladislav 
Jurkemik, the Czechs’ No } centre back who 
played in the first half before being substitu- 
ted 


Both these players are giants — both well 
over 6ft, and have a powerful physique. Yet, 
the two defenders have admirable mobility 
and creative skills. P 

Because of their forays into attack, full 
backs Koloman Gogh and Jozef Barmos were 
subdued as attacking players. 

However, that is not to say Gogh and 
Barmos are purely defensive. The Czechs 
can’t afford to have players who,aren't adept 
at moving into attacking positions. The short- 
passing game\requires maximum support of 
the man with the ball. 

That was the story of the Czechs’ first half 
performance. Ondrus commended play from 
the back, moving forward from his defensive 
post, trying to find an opening in the massed 
Australian defence. 

Kozak, who had the ability to shake off his 
markers and find space, was the instigator of 
many fine Czech moves. 

The forward trio of Masny, Nehoda and 
Vizek was closely marked but refused to 
remain static. Their constant movements 
made it hard for the Austrlian defence to stay 
in position. Despite their running, there was 
not much space for midfielders coming 
through, 

Kozak and Ondrus played many fine passes 
through the packed defence, as the Czechs 
searched for openings. : 

Although not ripped apart, the Audtralian 
defence had no answer to the swift Czech 
raids. Woodhouse saved a certain goal from 
Kozak, who hit a cracker-jack shot from 25 
metres, and several Australian defenders 
scrambied the ball out of the six-yard box on 
one occasion when Nehoda was set to pounce. 

It was only due to sheer frustration that the 
Czechs lost a bit of purpose towards the end.

However, when this rule is blantantly 
abused and an uninjured player is substituted 
after 26 minutes, the crowd must wonder what 
is going on. 

Would any of these things happen in an 
international game anywhere else in the 
world? Do all international players dress in- 
correctly? Do all national coaches and assist- 
ants run onto the ground? Do other countries 
allow eight substitutions in an international 
game? 

The most important question is: Why does it 
happen in Australia? 

The Australia v. Czechoslovakia game was 
classed a grade A international by FIFA. This 
means the game is ranked in the top category 
of international soccer. 

Take into account the dubious quality of ref- 
ereeing, the ‘lock out’ of spectators before the 
curtain-raiser and the policy of Rudi Gut- 
endorf to introduce players to his squad only 
days before the big game and the situation is 
pretty bleak.

We 
both have young national 
leagues, we both are stri- 
ving to promote the 
game at grass roots 
level, and we have the 
Same problems regard- 
ing distance. Going from 
Melbourne to Perth is 
like going from Los 
Angles to Florida. 


‘‘From what I see, 
Australia and New Zea- 
land are progressive. 













The U.S. and Canada also 
are progressive. It would 
be a great move to get 
these countries together 
under one Con- 
federation.” 


Meanwhile, the U.S. 
hopes to qualify for the 
finals of the World Youth 
Championships, to be 
staged in Australia next 
year.

Media 
criticism had further 
dented the confidence of 
Rudi Gutendorf’s troops. 


However, the surprise 
addition of Adelaide City 
midfielder Gary Marocchi 
to the squad would have 
helped lessen the gloom. 


Marocchi was full of en- 
thusiasm after his shock 
recall to the national team 
and his keeness must 
surely have rubbed off on 
other players. 


Marocchi has had a 
dream return to the 
national squad — the type 
#f comeback you expect to 
see only in a film like ‘Ro- 
cky’. 


The 24-year-old Perth- 
born midfielder was so 
sudden that Marocchi 
probably had to pinch him- 
self to make sure it was 
happening. 


Such were the circum- 
stances that Marocchi ar- 
rived at the national 
team’s motel having never 
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met Mr Gutendorf. What’s 
more, when I talked to Ma- 
rocchi his only contact 
with the Socceroo bess had 


been a brief exchange of 
helloes, 


“My selection was a big 
surprise,’’ said Marocchi. 
“| had missed most of last 
season with injuries and 
thought 1 would be forgot- 
ten. 


“| was concentrating on 
regaining full fitness and I 
was aiming just to play 
regularly with Adelaide 
City. Then, out of the blue, 
Rale Rasic (Adelaide City 
coach) told me I had been 
added to the squad.” 


_ Marocchi was included 
in the squad after Rasic 
had recommended him to 
Gutendorf. 

Strangely enough, Ma- 
rocchi wasn’t part-of Gut- 
endorf’s massive player 
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search last season, when 
he tried out dozens of 
players in various trial 
games and training 
squads. 


But stranger things have 
happened in Australian 
soccer... 


Marocchi did have some 
encouraging words to say 
about the present Austral- 
jan team; praise which has 
been absent lately. 


“Australia has an ex- 
cellent squad of players 
and the team is capable of 
getting good results,” said 
Marocchi. “‘The players 
have copped some criti- 
cism because of the 
defeats to the Czechs but 
they are playing against a 
great team. 

‘*The Czechs are at their 
peak and are playing for 
keeps in the international 
games. Australia is trying 
its hardest.” 


FT MAYNARD 
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Specialists in all spors 
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Marocchi, who was part 
of the much-maligned 
national team of 1976-77 
under Jimmy Shoulder, 
said the present team was 
far better prepared. 


“The preparation is 
much more professional 
now, said Marocchi. 
“The players are spending 
more time together, in- 
stead of meeting only 
three days before an im- 
portant game. 


“When Jim Shoulder 
was in charge, the Austral- 
lan Soccer Federation 
didn’t help the players 
with the schedules ar- 
ranged. We had little time 
to work together.” 


Marocchi accused the 
ASF of being lax over the 
1977 World Cup quali- 
fication tour. ; 


“The ASF didn’t take it 
seriously,”’ said Marocchi. 
“1 know the team had vir- 
tually no chance of quali- 
fying after the results 
against Lran and Kuwait in 
this country, but we should 
have approached the tour 
professionally.”’ 


Marocchi played in four 
of Australia’s eight World 
Cup qualifying matches in 
i977. His international 
career with Australia in- 
cludes eight full inter- 
aationals plus five other 
games in the green and 
gold. 


His last game for Aust- 
ralia was in June 1978 
when he captained Aust- 
ralia against Greece in Ad- 
elaide. The three-match 
tour by the Greeks brought 
the final curtain down on 
Jim Shoulder’s reign as 
Socceroo boss.

After leading his coun- 
try in that match, things 
turned sour for Marocchi. 


He suffered an ankle 
injury in a Philips League 
game. He sought medical 
advice but was told there 
was nothing wrong. 


“I kept playing and 
training,’’ said Marocchi, 
“but [ knew something 
was wrong. I was limping 
all the time but still the 
doctor said nothing was! 
wrong.” 


Late in 1978, while train- 
ing for a game against tou- 
ring Greek club Olympia- 
kos, Marocchi damaged a 
knee cartilage. 


He returned to his native 
Perth that Christmas, 
sought medical opinion 
and had an operation. 


His Perth doctor revea- 
led his ankle was damaged 
and that this complaint 
contributed to his knee in- 
jury. 


“The specialist in Perth 
said the tendons in my 
ankle were severely dam- 
aged. 1 was furious at the 
Adelaide doctor who said 
there was nothing wrong,” 
said Marocchi. — 


It took Marocchi 10 
months to recover from 
the operation. He spent 
most of 1979 watching Ad- 
elaide City from the sideli- 
nes, while continuing his 
long haul on the comeback 
trail. 


He managed to play in 
Adelaide City’s last six 
league games of the season 
but missing so many 
games was a blow to him. 


Because he missed so 
much soccer, his national 
team call-up was a great 
morale booster. 


Marocchi’s recall gave 
him the chance to once 
again team up with friend 
David Jones, who had been 
added to the Socceroo 
team the previous week- 
end. 


Jones, who transferred 
from West Adelaide to 
Adeliade City during the 
close season, played with 
Marocchi in Western 
Australia. 


“David and I were with 
Azzurri in Perth before 
moving to South Austra- 
lia,’ satd Marocchi, *‘and 
we both played in the WA 
State team.”’ 


George McMillan (now 
Preston Makedonia), 
Gordon McCulloch (now 
West Adelaide) and Amo

Yugoslav and Ital- 
ian players are the 
most skilful of all the 
European nations 
when it comes to ball 
control, flair and in- 
novation. 


They are the two countries 
whose players come closest to 
matching the skills of the 
gifted South Americans. 

Indeed at times I have 
thought the Yugoslavs, in par- 
ticular, can match the South 
Americans in the intricacies of 
ball artistry. 

The Yugoslavs have added 
new dimensions to their game 
as Vardar and especially, Red 
Star, have been showing us re- 
cently. 

Apart from their abundant 
short passing ball skills, they 
are fit, strong and break into 
counter attacks with great 
speed, the way modern soccer 
demands. 

Ihave long been an admirer 
of the Yugoslav talents and 
four years ago made a trip to 
Yugoslavia to watch their top 
teams train. 

J] was impressed by the co- 
ordination of the coaching 
team at Red Star, not so im- 
pressed by the training ses- 
sions at Vojvodina and Zagred, 
and came away with the con- 
clusion that the Yugoslav 
player seemed to have abun- 
dant natural talent, but many 
of them appeared to Jack the 
dedication to make the most of 
that talent. 

1 find the Yugoslav tempera- 
ment is very like that of the 
Scotsman. 

Both have a fierce indepen- 
dence and a yolatile, explosive 
temperament. 

This strong spirit of inde- 
pendance, while a huge asset 
at individual level, has been a 
handicap to Scotland at nation- 
al level with various factions 
unable to work together 
cohesively. 

I felt this was also a prob- 
lem for Yugoslavs. 





However, two years after 
my trip to Yugoslavia I was in 
Adelaide coaching West Adel- 
aide when Red Star came to 
town to play South Australia. 

They annihalated the under- 
prepared State team 60, ex- 
actly the same score as this 
year. 

What impressed me about 
the Red Star team then, and 
again this time, was their 
teamwork, strength and fit- 
ness. 

| watched the Red Star team 
work very impressively at Ad- 
elaide’s Hindmarsh stadium, 
with three midfielders and 
three strikers interchanging 
positions as they attacked the 
goal, time after time, after 
time without opposition, then 
later limited opposition. 

This type of ‘‘functional 
practise’ as it is called in 
coaching language, I had seen 
often during training sessions 
in West Germany. 

The methodical Germans 
react well to such drills, but to 
see the Yugoslavs harnessing 
their creative skills to organ- 
ised movement off the hall 
was very interesting. 

The result was devastating. 

This type of group skill ts 
easier to develop when you 
have top coaches working with 
top players on a_ full-time 
basis. 

However, if we are ever to 
narrow the playing gap which 
Ray Richards talked about ina 
recent edition of “Soccer Ac- 
tion’ after his visit to Europe, 
our players and coaches must 
be prepared to spend time on 
such practises. 





CRACK DOWN ON 


THE POACHERS! 


BY LEIF JENSEN 


It’s no wonder that a lot of good honest 
workers in the soccer game resign this time 


of the year. 


Who wouldn't give it away when after working for years to pro- 
duce really talented junior players, they have to stand by and 
watch these players Jured away by “‘under-handed”’ operators 


from other clubs. 


These irresponsible criminals will use any trick in the book to 
induce players to join their club, in order to boost shortcomings of 


their own. 


They usually don’t have the talent or the knowledge to coach 
players or teams in their charge to become winners. The easy 
way to boost their little egos is to poach good players from other 
clubs, using rosy promises and money:as an incentive. 

Such people have no thought for their players, nor any consid- 
eration for the men who have spent four or five years teaching 
and coaching these boys to become better soccer players. 

The worst part of all is that these boys are usually never heard 
of again, because they will soon find themselves overhauled by 
boys who had the sense to stay with a good coach, who will spend 
time with them to improve their knowledge and skills. 

Every year 1 find myself inundated with phone calls from boys 
or their parents regretting their change of clubs . - . ‘‘I trans- 
ferred to another club this year Mr Jensen, but now I wish I 
hadn't, can you help me? ... or ... ‘My son signed up with a new 
club, but now he doesn’t like it there . .. What can I do to get him 


out of it?” 


Unfortunately, when you sign on the dotted line there is nothing 


anyone can do for you. 


The answer is of course to be a little cautious before signing. 
Why not go and train with this club for a while, you can talk to 
people who might know something about the coach or the club. 

Consider all the information you can gather, then sit down and 
think hard about it. Will it help your future as a soccer player? 
Are you going because you will be in a winning team? 

If, after considering all these precautions, the answer is yes, 


you probably won't regret it! 


In all fairness, 1 must say th 


at there are now more than ever a 


growing interest in good junior players, and quite a few senior 
Clubs will give these boys a fair trial and also make sure that good 
coaching is made available to these lads. 

We find a lot of the younger players appearing in senior teams 


these days, so let us hope this is to be the future trend, it would be 
great if one day our national team would consist of all Australian” 


lads.

Disgruntled South Melbourne Hellas for- 
ward Duncan Cummings has ended his two- 
month exile from the club but the dispute that 
caused the walk-out is far from solved. 


Cummings, 22, agreed to start training with. 


South Melboume this week after a meeting with 
club president Sam Papasavas. 

However, Cummings, who became the most expensive 
teenager in Australian soccer when South Melbourne 
paid Melbourne $10,000 for him in 1976, will return full 
of doubt and suspicion. 

He still is bitter about the way he was dumped to the 
substitutes’ bench and ignored last season. 

“I’m not too big to sit on the bench,’’ said Cummings in 
reference to those who may think he’s playing the prima 
donna,’’ but you can’t imagine the anger I felt when I was 
disregarded week after week. 

“I played only a handful of games last season. It was a 
killer. 1 was totally frustrated and mnie yy: : 

Because of the way he was treated last season, he 
turned his back on South Melbourne during the pre-season 
and early Ampol Cup matches. 

His return to training is only the first step ina long haul 
to reconciliation between club and player. 

Cummings wants a new, lucrative contract and an 
understanding that he would be given what he thinks is a 
‘fair go’ — an extended run in the first team to try to 
establish himself. 

There are many complications. Firstly, Cummings has 
a year to run on an existing contract. 

Secondly, he is way behind his team mates in prepara- 
tiaon and by the time he is match fit, John Margaritis 
could well have formed the basis of his team and be reluc- 
tant to alter his combination. 

Bearing in mind those complications, it seems obvious 
there will be more conflict between Cummings and South 
Melbourne, leading to only one solution — a transfer. 

South Melbourne president Sam Papasavas will not 
rule out that possibility, but hopes Cummings will settle 
down with the club. 

“The club will discuss a new contract with Duncan in 
the next few weeks,”’ said Papasavas, ‘‘and after that it 
will be up to him to regain fitness and prove himself in 
the team. 

“| have a lot of faith in Duncan. I think he will be able 
to motivate himself and meet the challenge facing him. I 
honestly believe he has the talent to be one of the best 
players in Australia.’’ 

Papasavas added that the matter of a new contract 
wouldn’t be a hindrance but that no player at South Mel- 
bourne was guaranteed a place in the team. 

“However, he will get his chance and then it is up to 
him to prove his value. He’s an important part of our first 
team squad.”’ 

Cummings, however, doesn’t relish the prospect of an- 
other six months sitting on the bench — waiting and ho- 
ping. 

“I realise I might have to spend some time on the si- 
delines,’’ said Cummings, ‘‘but I’m not going to accept 
anything like last year. 

“Lf the situation is no better then my future is not with 
South Meibourne.”’ 

In the event of a breakdown in the relationship, 
Cumming said he would be prepared to play with an inter- 
State Philips League team or even in the Victorian State 
League. 

“1 miss being active,’’ said Cummings. ‘I’m young and 
yet to reach the peak of my career, so I’m wasting my 
time sitting around. 

“I want to play and would even drop down into the 
State League if I had to.” 

Cummings recalled two incidents jast season which bit- 
terly disappointed him. 

“We were due to play Marconi in Melbourne and I was 
told 1 was in the team,’* said Cummings. “I trained an 
extra night that week and built myself up for the game. 


“But 10 minutes before the kick-off I was named as a 
reserve, and that shattered me. After that game, I hardly 
cared what happened. I used to go to the ground, put on a 
tracksuit and sit on the bench. No one said a word to me,”’ 

The second ‘incident’ was the aquisition of Mendo Ris- 
tovski, who joined South Melbourne from Footscray 
JUST. 


Cummiungs described this transfer as a ‘slap in the face 
for me.” 

“| have nothing against Mendo,” said Cummings, “but 
when your club pays $12,000 for a player who plays the 
same position as you do, it’s pretty discouraging. 


: ot was expected to try harder but I wasn’t given any

Much of Cummings’ frustration stems from his belief 
that he is yet to show his best for South Melbourne. 


Many critics have said he’s not good enough to play in 
the Philips League and that his best days are behind him. 


This angers Cummings. He knows he is good enough, 
and is desperate to prove this to his fans and knockers 
alike. 


**People have said to me that I have been no good since 
the PSL started — meaning I had the ability to play only 
in the State League,’’ said Cummings. eel 


“But I have played only one full season in the PSL an 
even then I wasn’t happy with my form.” 


Cummings missed a}] the 1977 season (the first season 
of the PSL) because of a serious achilles tendon injury. 

Cummings recovered and played 22 of South Mel- 
aed S 26 league matches and was top goalscorer with 
10. 

“My form could have been better in 1978 but I was 
happy with my goalscoring,” said Cummings. “‘After all, 
scoring goals is a forward's job. 

“I scored 10, which was only four behind Clive Eaton 
(Western Suburbs) and Ken Boden (Newcastle Utd), who 
were the PSL top goalscorers.” 

Last season, Cummings’ stocks crashed. 

Cummings was in and out of the team under Duncan 
McKay and John Margaritis, and played only 10 minutes 
of soccer in the last seven games of the ae 
championship. 

“lf I were given an extended run in the first team, I’m 
sure I could hit top form,”’ said Cummings. 

Cummings faces stiff opposition in his bid to break into 
the South Melbourne line-up. South has top forwards in 
Alun Evans, George Campbell, Branko Buljevic and 
Mendo Ristovski. Even youngster Steve Kakantonis is in 
the running. 

Cummings has respect for his team mates. 

“*] played alongside Branko for Australia in 1875. We 
played Benfica of Portugal in LSKydney, and BLuljevic 
scored both goals in our 2-2 draw,” said CuOR Ines I 
saw then what a great player he is.” 

Cummings played alongside Campbell and Evans in 
1978 with Souths, and was a team mate of Ristovski’s ina 
Victorian youth team many years ago. 

“They are all good players but my only interest is play- 
ing regularly for South Melbourne,”’ said Cummings. 

Cummings’ desire to stay with South Melbourne is gen- 
uine. More than anything else, he wants to repay the fans 
who dug into their own pockets to raise the money for his 
transfer. 

However, Cummings’ future is uncertain. It will be 
clearer in a month’s time when he is match fit and ready 
to break inte the South Melbourne team.
